plo yment. 
Ro swell Phelps, directo r o f labo r 
statistics in Massachusetts, was the 
first witness to day befo re the co m­ 
m ittee that is trying to ascertain the 
extent o f unemplo yment. He said that 
it has been fo und 
in 
M assachusetts 
that the present widespread unem­ 
plo yment was due no t so much to lacK 
o f wo rk as to the unwillingness o f 
wo rkers to accept the wages o ffered 
Unemplo ydent, he said, dated general­ 
ly fro m the time the emplo yers be­ 
gan reducing wages. 
Matthew Wo ll, the labo r member o f 
the 
co mmittee, 
questio ned 
Phelps 
clo sely co ncerning his statem ents that 
wage reductio ns fo rmed a great fac­ 
to r in unemplo yment but Phelps « tuck 
by his guns and Wo ll desisted fro m 
his questio ning with a smile. 
phelps expressed the 
ho pe 
that

questio ns

avo ided and this was echo ed by Henry 
N. Ro binso n, o f L js 
Angeles, 
the 
chairman. 
The co nference settled do wn to da> 
to dig fro m a mass o f co nflicting esti­ 
mates and figures an accurate esti­ 
mate o f just ho w many bread winners 
there are in the United States o ut o f 
wo rk. 
This must be determined with m o ie 
o r less accuracy befo re the co nfer­ 
ence can even appro ach the sterner 
task o f pro viding jo bs fo r tho se no w 
o ut o f wo rk. 
The pro blem o f ascertaining the ex­ 
tent o f unemplo yment is, in itself, no 
sm all o ne. 
Estim ates run all the way 
fro m 1,500,000 to 1,700,000, depending 
upo n the so urce o f the figures. 
The 
nearest appro ach to “ o fficial” figures 
were supplied by Secretary o f Lab >r 
Davis, who estimated that there were 
appro ximately o ver 5,000,000 o ut o f 
wo rk, but this number, he cautio ned, 
must no t be taken as to o alarming as 
pro bably no t mo re than half, o r 2,- 
500,000, are the bread winning heads 
o f families. 
The co nference itself was split up 
to day into a do zen sm all units. While 
the

unemplo yment 
statistics, headed by Harry N. Ro bin­ 
so n o f Lo s Angeles, so ught to o btain 
an estim ate o f the actual number o ut 
o f wo rk, o ther co mmittees were m eet­ 
ing to discuss emergency measures 
fo r relief. 
The co nference has reco gnized five 
majo r o r “ key” industries where un­ 
emplo yment is mo st prevalent. These 
are 
manufacturing,

A separate co mmittee w ill deal with 
each industry as so o n as the statistics 
co mmittee can bring fo rth so me ba. it 
figures o n which to build plans fo r 
relief.

Elihu Root was born in Clinton N. 
V., February 15, 1845. His father was 
Orren Root, for many y ears professor 
o' mathematics at Hamilton College, 
and Elihu was reared in the best of 
educational surroundings. 
He was graduated from Hamilton 
in 1864 at the age of nineteen, ana 
three y ears later he was graduated 
from the law school oi ' the University 
of New York.

that his reputation became national. 
After that he received the cream of 
the legal business of New York, being 
counsel for the Sugar Trust, the Sta n­ 
dard Oil and other great interests. 
At thirty -six he was District Attor­ 
ney for New Yory , winning many not­ 
ed cases. He held the post for y ears 
and then resumed private practice. 
In 189 9 Elihu Root left a practice 
netting him $200,000 a y ear to take 
the Secretary ship of War under Mc­ 
Kinley . The War Department was in 
a sad state at the time ami public 
opinion was aroused as a result of the 
weaknesses disclosed during the war 
with Spain- 


One of his first acts w'as to put 
Leonard Wood in charge of pacify ing 
Cuba. He then ogaulzed 
a volunteer 
army which faeffied the Philippines, 
after which he personally drew up a 
sy stem of government to take the 
place of the military autocracy which 
had prevailed since the cession from 
Spain. The sy stem 
of 
government 
which Root drewr up was complete In 
every particular, even to the estab­ 
lishment of a school sy stem. 
These 
things 
accomplished, 
he 
iifrned his attention to affairs 
at 
home, 
reorganized the War Depart­ 
ment and created a General Staff. 


While he was thus engaged John 
Hay , Secretary of State, fell ill. So 
great was McKinley ’s confidence in 
his War Secretary that he entrusted 
to Root much of Hay ’s work, so that 
for 
a time 
Root 
was, 
practically 
speaking both Secretary of War and f 
State. 
The Boxer uprising in China came j 
along during Ha y ’s illness, and Root 
handled it in the same efficient man­ 
ner that he did a ny thing else. 
When Rot si;velt succeeded McKln- j 
ley after the assassination at Buffalo, 
Root handed in his resignation, desir- > s0ij|U(|0 nnd 
ing to retire, he said, in order to “ aug­ 
ment his small financial resources.” 
He and Roosevelt were close personal 
friends, and when, a y ear after, Roose­ 
velt asked him to accept the secre­ 
tary ship of State left vacant by Ha y ’s 
dehth, he did so. 
He cleaned house in the State De­ 
partment in much the same manner he 
had 
in 
the War Department, com­ 
pletely 
reorganizing, 
among 
other 
things, the consular service. 
Elihu 
Root is 
generally 
credited 
with inaugurating “ Pan-Americanism” 
or the policy of a closer 
and 
more 
friendly understanding between * the 
Americas, North and South. He la­ 
bored 
incessantly toward this goal 
during his long service in two Cabi­ 
nets. 
“ Perhaps the best remembered act 
of Root as Secretary of State was his 
negotiation of the “ gentleman’s agree­ 
ment” with Japan, by which Japan 
agreed to restrict her flow of coolies 
into the United States. 
It was at Root’s instigation 
that 
President Roosevelt sent 
the 
fleet
